TO HIS EXCELLENCY GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK EARL OF CARLISLE, 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL 
AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND, &c. &o. &c. 

W E, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, whose hands and cor- 
porate seal are hereunto annexed, beg leave, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Act 3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 37, to submit to your Excellency the Report 
of the proceedings of the Commissioners for the year which ended the 1st of August 
1863, and to subjoin an account of their receipts and disbursements, distin- 
guishing the specific sources from which all moneys have been derived, and 
the specific purposes to which they have been applied ; also, an account of their 
receipts and disbursements in relation to Primate Boulter’s and Primate- Robin- 
son’s Funds. 

The sums appropriated at the usual annual special meeting of the Board in 
November 1862, for the several Church Works of this year, amounted to 
50,41 51. Is. Id.; of this sum, 1,844/. 2s. 3 d. was set apart towards the 
completion of four Churches undertaken in former years, and 17,760 /. towards 
erecting 14 new Parish and District Parochial Churches; 772/. Is. Id. to 
complete the amounts required for the enlargement of 8 Churches already 
partially provided for, and 6,421 l. towards the enlargement of 19 other 
Churches, and the residue, amounting to 23,61 7 1. 1 7s. 9 d., was appropriated to 
the repairs of Churches, and for fencing Churchyards, including the expenses 
connected with carrying out these several works.

By the half-yearly returns of promotions, it appears that appointments have 
been made within the year to 92 Benefices, consisting of 10 dignities, 7 prebends, 
and 75 parochial benefices ; of these 44 appear to be subject to ecclesiastical 
tax. 

With reference to the vacancy which took place in the Prebend of Kilgo- 
binet, in the Diocese of Lismore, not haying cure of souls, within the meaning 
of the statutes, the Commissioners recommended the appointment to it to be 
suspended, with which recommendation your Excellency and the Privy Council 
were pleased to comply. 

In the case of the vacancy in the Chancellorship of Christ Church, without 
cure of souls, in the Diocese of Dublin, the Commissioners likewise recom- 
mended to your Excellency and the Privy Council to suspend the appointment

to it. They have been informed that an Order in Council was made on the 
2d of February 1863, disappropriating the glebe lands of Kilcullen from the 
Chancellorship, and annexing them to the Perpetual Curacy of Kilcullen. 

Thirty-three applications for the purchase of Perpetuities have been received’ 
^ and the sum realised from this source within the year has amounted to 
5,532 l. 12 s. Id.; and for the liquidation of mortgages granted for Perpetuity 
purchases effected in former years, a sum of 1,110 l. 12 s. 4 d. has been paid. 

The following sums have been invested in Government Securities ; viz., 
3,000/. to the credit of the Perpetuity Purchase Fund; 2,446/. 10s. 10 d. to the 
credit of the Insurance Fund ; and, temporarily, 4,641 1. 10 s. out of the General 
Fund, pending the execution of the works for which contracts have been entered 
into. 

The annual account of the Trust Fund arising under Bishop Gore's will, 
from the impropriate tithes of Cahir Parish, in the Diocese of Lismore, has been 
furnished by the Commissioners to the Bishops of Cashel, Waterford, and Lismore, 
pursuant to the direction of the Court of Chancery.
